Ohio Highway Toll O f 22 Worst In Nation

A rash of fatal accidents Wednesday 
night including one which took four 
lives, pushed Ohio’s Fourth of July 
traffic toll to at least 22 and gave the 
Buckeye State the dubious distinction 
of leading the nation in the grim 
category. 


The grisly 30-hour total, higher than 
for most 214-day weekends, included 
three other multiple-death accidents, 
each claiming two lives. The toll in­ 
cluded three bicyclists hit by cars and 
a pedestrian run down bv a hit-skip 


driver. 
Ohio’s total represented more than 
IO per cent of the national figure for 
traffic deaths occurring between 6 
p.m. Tuesday and midnight Wed­ 
nesday. It was well above that of any 
other state.

Save Couple 
From Raft 
In Pacific 


LONDON (AP) — Maurice Bailey 
and his wife Marilyn sold everything 
they owned, bought a 31-foot sloop and 
left for New Zealand and a new life. 
But their great adventure ended with 
them clinging to a tiny raft in the 
Pacific for 117 days after the boat 
capsized and sank in a storm off Ecua­ 
dor. 
The couple were picked up by a 
South Korean fishing boat Wednesday 
after drifting nearly 1,300 miles from 
the spot where their sloop, 
the 
Aurelvn, went down March 4. 


Tile Baileys were reported weak and 
exhausted after their ordeal and were 
being given medical treatment aboard 
the Korean vessel, the Wolmi. They 
were not expected to touch dry land 
again until the Wolmi docks sometime 
next month at Pusan. 


Friends in England said Bailey, a 
strapping 42-year-old sixfooter, sold 
their home in the Midlands city of 
Derby four years ago to buy the $17,500 
sloop. He and his 32-year-old blonde 
wife lived aboard the white-hulled boat 
for three years, getting it ready for the 
voyage. Meanwhile, he worked as a 
printer and she as a secretary in a 
government office. 
The longest recorded lone survival 
on a raft is 133 days by a British 
seaman whose ship was torpedoed by a 
German submarine in the Atlantic in 
1942.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Conspiracy 
indictments against four of President 
Nixon’s 
former 
advisers 
were 
recommended last week by the three 
original Watergate prosecutors, ac­ 
cording to a broadcast news report. 


CBS News Wednesday said three 
assistant U.S. attorneys, who resigned 
their Watergate positions Friday, told 
Special Watergate Prosecutor Archi­ 
bald Cox that the investigation of the 
political-espionage scandal and of its 
cover-up was 85 per cent complete. 
Asked Wednesday night about the 
report, one of the three, Seymour 
Glanzer, said, “I have nothing to 
say.” 
The others—Earl J. Silbert and 
Donald E. Campbell—could not be 
reached. A spokesman for Cox also 
could not be reached. 
The three reportedly recommended 
indictments on counts of conspiracy to 
obstruct justice against former Atty. 
Gen. John N. Mitchell, who served 
briefly as director of Nixon’s 1972 re- 
election cam paign; form er White 
House chief of staff H.R. Haldeman; 
former White House domestic-affairs 
adviser John D. Ehrlichman and for­ 
mer White House counsel John W. 
Dean III. 
Mitchell, under indictment in New 
York in a case related to a secret 
$200,000 campaign contribution, is 
scheduled to be the first witness 
Tuesday when the Senate Watergate 
committee resumes its public hearings 
on the June, 17, 1972, break-in at 
Democratic National Committee 
headquarters. 
It was understood that his flam­ 
boyant and outspoken wife, Martha, 
has rejected a committee-staff offer of 
a private room with a color television 
if she will not attend the hearings 
themselves, as many other witnesses’ 
wives have. 
Dean testified for five days last 
week. The former counsel—fired by 
Nixon the same day this spring that 
Haldeman and Ehrlichman resigned 
their White House posts—told the 
senators he believes Nixon knew of 
Watergate cover-up activities last 
September. Nixon has denied knowing 
of the cover-up before told of it in 
March. 
The three original prosecutors have 
said privately that they want to clear 
themselves of accusations that they 
mishandled the original probe. They 
were retained only to brief Cox and 
recommended the indictments in their 
final status report before resigning, 
Wednesday’s reports said. 
The Washington Star-News reported 
that Atty. Gen Elliot L. Richardson 
ordered the three on Tuesday not to 
appear this Sunday on CBS’ live “Face 
the Nation” news-interview program, 
fearing excessive publicity. The three 
reportedly already had told CBS they 
would not answer questions about the

LP Gas Storage Regulations 
Considered By City Council 


Circleville City Council breezed 
through its regular session Tuesday, 
hearing only two ordinances. 
One regulates the installation and 
tank capacity and outlines the storage 
requirem ents 
of bulk 
liqufied 
petroleum gases. The other is to 
acquire a right of way easement from 
James and Connie Frommel on At­ 
water Ave. to permit widening and 
improving the street and its extension 
of Morris Road. Both were held for 
second readings. 
Fire Chief Bernard Wolfe presented 
the legislation on LP tanks to the city’s 
governing body. He explained it was 
needed because the Columbia Gas Co. 
can accept no new customers due to 
the “energy shortage.” Consequently, 
many use a lte ra te fuels and the LP 
gas is one of the more popular. 
No liquefied petroleum gas system is 
permitted in a fire limit zone which is 
bounded by Pickaway Street, Mound 
Street, Western Ave., North Scioto 
Street, Pinckney Street and Watt 
Street. This includes all of the down­ 
town area of the city. 
Tank capacity is limited to 500 
gallons in residential districts. Tank 
capacity is limited to 1,000 gallons in 
multiple family districts, commercial, 
and office buildings. 
A tank capacity of more than 1,000 
gallons is permitted in mobile home 
park districts, light and heavy in­ 
dustry districts and research and 
development districts. 
The ordinance also outlines rules 
and 
regulations 
concerning 
in­ 
stallation of the storage tanks. All 
installations must be approved by the

WASHINGTON (AP) - Beyond 
Watergate, inflation and the other 
problems that confront Americans this 
summer, the energy crisis is likely to 
be the issue that lasts. It may have a 
profound impact on the politics of 1974, 
1976 and the years beyond. 
People unconcerned at the concept 
of presidential statem ents being 
declared “inoperative,” as in the 
Watergate case, are certain to be 
highly concerned if energy or environ­ 
mental restrictions make the family 
car less than fully operative. 
In its broadest context, the energy 
problem is one that affects many of the 
other issues and questions before the 
nation: 
food supplies and prices, 
stability of the dollar, foreign trade, 
Family Prevented 
Nixon Resignation 


SAN CLEMENTE, Calif. (AP) - 
President Nixon discussed with his 
family the possibility of resigning 
because of the Watergate affair but 
took its advice not to because “it would 
be an admission of wrongdoing,” says 
Julie Nixon Eisenhower. 


In an interview marking her 25th 
birthday today, the 
President’s 
daughter said events will show that her 
father had no advance knowledge of 
the breakin at Democratic National 
headquarters in 1972 and did not know 
about the subsequent alleged cover-up 
by White House personnel. 


“I think he was really in the dark,” 
Julie said of the President. She said 
Nixon had failed to discover the wrong­ 
doings earlier than he did because “he 
just had complete faith in everyone 
around him.” 
Julie said her father discussed the 
possibility of resigning with his family 
in a session at Camp David, Md., the 
weekend after his April 30 speech in 
which he announced the resignations 
of aides H.R. Haldeman and John D. 
Ehrlichman and the dismissal of 
counsel John W. Dean III. 
"He was playing the devil’s ad­ 
vocate, saying, ‘Should I resign, would 
it be better for the country? Would the 
wounds heal faster?”’ 
Julie said her father “really loves 
this country” and would do anything 
that was best for the nation. 
But Julie said the President’s family 
was opposed to resignation. 
“We didn’t think he should, because 
resigning would be an admission of 
wrongdoing,” Julie said. “And we also 


felt that he was the man for the job and 
he had started things and needed to 
finish them.” 
Julie 
attributed 
her 
fath er’s 
Watergate difficulties to the fact that 
he did not run his own campaign for 
the first time. “He didn’t keep close 
tabs on things.” 
Julie said her father had been 
“terribly distressed and shaken” by 
the Watergate disclosures and that “a 
lot of good people with good motives 
had just used incredibly bad judg­ 
ment.” 
She pointed out “they weren’t out for 
personal gain and that’s part of the 
tragedy.” 
It hurt her father deeply to see these 
men finished as far as any government 
or political jobs were concerned, she 
said. 
Julie termed ‘ludicrous” a White 
House political enemies list described 
to the Senate Watergate committee by 
Dean. She said her father was “too 
busy to be consumed with petty, 
paranoid concerns.” 
The whole Nixon family 
was 
gathered at the President’s oceanfront 
estate here for the 4th of July holiday 
and Julie’s birthday. 
President Nixon went to an Fourth of 
July party arranged by the owner of 
the San Clemente Inn for members of 
the Western White House staff and 
joined a crowd singing happy birthday 
to his daughter. 
Irater Wednesday the 
President 
joined the other members of his family 
in an upstairs room of the Inn for 
Julie’s birthday dinner, which in­ 
cluded a birthday cake.

to cut energy consumption by five per 
cent in the next year. 
Without swift and effective action, 
Nixon said, there may be “a genuine 
energy crisis” ahead. 
Colorado Gov. John A. Love, Nixon’s 
new adviser on energy, said the energy 
problem is one that will have to be 
fought in the United States for at least 
the next IO years. 
Dollar Drops 
On Markets 
LONDON (AP) - The U. S. dollar 
dropped back again today at the 
opening of the Frankfurt exchange but 
steadied somewhat in light trading in 
Zurich. 
The dollar opened in Frankfurt at 
2.3580 marks after closing Wednesday 
at 2.3725. Dealers said the dollar ap­ 
peared to be tending downward though 
a clear trend was not visible. 
Initial trade was active, but the 
volume was fairly small. 
In Zurich, the early quotation was 
2.8275-2.8375 Swiss francs compared 
with 2.8175 at the close Wednesday. 
The dollar fluctuated wildly in 
Europe Wednesday, hitting new lows 
and then recovering slightly, and 
dealers said the outlook was gloomy. 
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NEW YORK (AP) - Stock market 
prices drifted lower today in lagging 
volume that saw most traders waiting 
on the sidelines. 
The Dow Jones average of 30 in­ 
dustrials at noon was down 3.91 to 
970.26 while declines led advances on 
the New York Stock Exchange by 
nearly 2 to I. 
Analysts said that weakness of the 
U.S. dollar, rising interest rates, and 
worries over Phase 4 were factors in 
the downdrift. 
One of the Big Board's active issues, 
Memorex, was down 1% to 5%. The 
company said it is discussing the 
possible sale of a majority interest 
which could result in a large dilution af 
interest of common stockholders. 
On the American Stock Exchange, 
the price-change index at noon was 
unchanged at 22.25, while the NYSE 
index was off .25 to 53.43. 
On the Amex, Syntex, which recently 
said it expected higher earnings, was 
up IV* to 88.

Under the new ruling, states may 
punish the printing or sale of works 
“which portray sexual conduct in a 
patently offensive way and which, 
taken as a whole, do not have serious 
literary, artistic, political or scientific 
value.” 
Sensibly administered, and there is 
no reason to think it cannot be, that 
language should do the trick.

with pornography, nothing demon­ 
strable at any rate, and that if an adult 
desires to consume it the community 
has no interest in preventing him from 
doing so.

NEW YORK (AP) - Now that the 
value of the dollar is down abroad, we 
can expect an influx of foreign tourists, 
all eager for bargains.

If they try to greet 
you by shaking hands, shake hands 
with them. If they want to greet you by 
rubbing noses, cough in their faces

He has all of 
those kinds of things he wants to see in 
his own country. Take him to a 
discotheque, a topless go-go show, a 
pornographic movie, or a big depart­ 
ment store. Of course, he will suspect 
you get a secret IO per cent commis­ 
sion from anything he buys at the 
department store — but then you’d 
think the same thing of him if he took 
you to a bazaar in his country. 


A final tip: Do not become offended 
if a foreign tourist, in parting, thrusts a 
shower of foreign coins in your palm as 
an expression of his gratitude. 
If the dollar ever makes a comback, 
you can take the coins to his country 
and spend them as a tourist there.

M otor Fuel 
Rationing 
Said Near 


DALLAS (AP) — A detailed national 
program for compulsory rationing of 
all motor fuels lacks only White House 
approval, a government official was 
quoted as saying today. 
The Dallas News reported that Duke 
Ligon, director of the Office of Oil and 
Gas of the Interior Department, said 
the plan calls for mandatory allocation 
of crude oil to refineries and of finished 
products—including gasoline—down to 
the consumer level. 
“I’m talking about everything from 
crude oil on—you name it,” the News 
quoted Ligon as saying. “Everybody 
would be on it. 
“We’re on the brink. We’ve got the 
whole program ready. We would have 
announced it five days ago except that 
we wanted to get Gov.

NEW YORK (AP) - Protection for 
stock market investors has been im­ 
proved 
since 
the 
broker-dealer 
collapses of 1968-1970, but a rising 
curve of liquidations is still tieing up 
millions of dollars of customer assets. 
Moreover, there appears to be little 
assurance that the shakeout won’t 
continue if trading volume remains 
low. Depressed income and higher 
overhead, especially for electronic 
equipment, has many brokers on 
shaky financial ground. 
These conclusions emerge from a 
study of various government and in­ 
dustry measures developed during the 
past three years to protect the in­ 
vestments of the nation’s 31.7 million 
stockholders when their brokers go out 
of business. 
It was made at a time when forced 
liquidations and mergers are again 
rising. A government-industry cor­ 
poration is now liquidating 87 firms, 
and the New York Stock Exchange has 
68 members under surveillance 
because of finances. 
Nevertheless, the study shows that 
while brokerage houses are being 
forced 
out of business by 
poor 
bookkeeping, misconduct, higher 
operating costs and mismanagement, 
it is far less likely that: 
1. The collapses will occur so sud­ 
denly as to catch regulatory officials 
unaware. 
2. The liquidations will bring a 
recurrence of the confusion that ac­ 
companied the collapse of broker- 
dealers in the 1968-1970 period. 
Customers still may have to wait 
many weeks for return of assets left 
with liquidated brokers. The earliest 
completed liquidation by the Securities 
Industry Protection Corp. took 70 days, 
and in some instances the proceedings 
have lasted well over a year. 
This does not mean all customers 
had to wait that long. Some received 
their money and securities in a few 
weeks. 
While customer losses were un­ 
common even before SI PC, there was 
no assurance of reimbursement other 
than the bankruptcy laws, which make 
general creditors of customers, and 
the increasingly reluctant voluntary 
action by the industry.

SIPC, pronounced sipic, is widely 
considered to be

provement in customer protection 
since the debacles of 1968-1970. It 
guarantees investors against losses of 
up to $50,000 in cash and securities 
resulting from liquidations. 


Created by Congress, it is financed 
by broker-dealer assessments and 
hopes eventually to accumulate a $150 
million fund. It is about half-way to 
that goal. In addition, it has the power 
to borrow $1 billion from the Treasury. 
Based on financial and operational- 
reports required by the Securities and 
Exchange Commission and the various 
exchanges, SIPC can determine if a 
firm needs to be liquidated. It has 
authority to arrange for a trustee and 
to immediately contact customers. 
But before a firm lands in the hands 
of the protection corporation, its 
behavior is restrained and guided by 
several other important regulatory 
changes made since 1970 that most 
government and industry officials 
believe hold the potential for greater 
investor protection. 
In January (rf this year Congress 
adopted 
Rule 
15c3-3 under the 
Securities Act of 1934 that spells out the 
limitations 
on 
use 
of 
cash and 
securities left in customer accounts. 
Fully paid customer securities or 
cash that are left with the broker must, 
for example, always be under his 
control or actually in his custody. 
Fully paid customer securities or 
cash cannot be used by the broker in 
any way at all. Securities cannot be 
hypothecated, that is, pledged for 
loans. The cash cannot be used in the 
broker’s own business, as sometimes 
occurred in the past. 
Exchanges have tightened their own 
regulations, although a New York 
Stock Exchange spokesman conceded 
that its own surveillance is only as 
good as the records provided to it by 
members. Fraud is still possible.

through 
bookkeeping entries while the cer­ 
tificates remain immobilized, is 
cutting down on theft, loss and errors 
of identification.

With China Envoy

President Nixon is expected to discuss 
his goal of a negotiated settlement for 
Cambodia in talks here Friday with 
Chinese envoy Huang Chen.

Nixon Tax Break 
On San Clemente 
Being Investigated 


SANTA ANA, 
C alif. 
(A P ) 
- 
President Nixon has been undertaxed 
at least $25,000 over the past three 
years because of the low assessment 
on the Western White House at San 
Clemente, the Orange County Register 
says. 
The undertax could run as high as 
$55,000, the Santa Ana newspaper 
reported Monday. 
The Register said the Orange County 
assessor’s office valued the 24.6-acre 
estate at $1.29 million last year, 
despite the fact that Nixon paid $1.5 
million for it in 1969 and that $700,000 
has been spent since then for im­ 
provements. 
County Assessor Jack Vallerga was 
quoted by the Register as saying the 
1973-74 value placed on Nixon’s 
property is at $1.37 m illion. 
The state Board of Equalization, 
which monitors assessment practices 
in California, is investigating alleged 
irregularities in the value placed on 
the home and property, the Register 
said. It quoted Abe Goldman of the 
board as saying: 
’‘W e’ve been looking into the 
President’s San Clemente property for 
more than a month. Ifs a complicated 
affair and we haven’t completed our 
study, 
but it’s fair 
to 
say 
the 
President’s property hasn’t been 
assessed at anywhere near its real 
value.” 
Goldman told the newspaper that the 
$1.5 million purchase price should 
have been the starting point for 
determining the estate’s “ fair market 
value,” and that the improvements 
added later also should have been 
considered. 
The improvements, some of which 
were paid for by the General Services 
Administration at the request of the 
Secret Service, include landscaping, 
an eight-foot block wall, a beach 
cabana and a sixhole golf course. 
But in 1970, when most of the im­ 
provements were made, the Orange 
County asessor said the estate was 
worth only $1,087,600. That figure 
remained the same in 1971 and rose by 
$206,400 in 1972, the Register said. 
The Register said that based on 
information supplied by the county tax 
collector’s office, Nixon has saved 
$25,588 in property taxes the past three 
years because his property has not 
been valued at the $1.5 million pur­ 
chase price.

$400,000 
of

improvements 
enhanced the value of his home, then 
he has saved another $30,000 in taxes 
since 1970,” tax collector Bob Citron 
was quoted as saying. 
In a related matter, the Register 
said there are no records available in 
Orange County to substantiate the 
President’s claim that he had sold 
most of his San Clemente property—all 
but the home and 5.9 acres—to New 
York industrialist Robert Abplanalp. 
Nixon made that claim last May in

Iron, Steel Scrap Metal Join Beans 


TTie major action this week in both 
the Ohio House and the Ohio Senate 
was agreement on a State budget for 
the 1974-1975 biennium. T7ie package — 
which features income tax relief to 
working couples who file their return 
jointly — was approved by both Houses 
Thursday. 
Under provisions of the bill $44 
million would go for tax refunds to 
married couples filing joint returns. 
Forty per cent of the $44 million in tax 
cuts will be for families earning less 
than $10,000 per year. 
In addition $6 million will go for 
added tax relief under the homestead 
exemption already in effect. The 
added money will cover an increase in 
the current homestead exemption 
qualification ceiling of $8,000 per year 
income to $10,000 per year. 
The proposal that passed restored 
partially the proposed budgets of 
various state agencies that were cut in 
the Senate passed version. The most 
significant restorations are in the 
budgets for the Environmental Protec­ 
tion Agency, the Department of Re­ 
habilitation and Correction, the Ohio 
Youth Commission and the Ohio Civil 
Rights Commission. 
The budget cuts restored total $32.93 
million and it is believed that this is an 
adequate level of funding. 
The passage of Ohio’s budget tradi-

bonally marks the major accomplish­ 
ment of a General Assembly. There is 
still much work to be done, but all the 
legislators feel a little less pressure 
now that this major work is finished. 


Olio’s youth between the ages of 18- 
21 are well on their way to enjoying full 
adulthood in most major categories. 
The Ohio House this week passed a 
Senate bill which guarantees those 
between 18-21 the rights to many privi­ 
leges without parental consent, such 
as, voting in all elections; sitting on 
juries; contracting for debt; and, 
being licensed in a variety of profes­ 
sions heretofore closed to them. 
Deleted from the bill by a 65-30 vote 
was a proposal that the legal age for 
drinking alcoholic beverages be 
lowered from 21 to 18. One fact that 
concerned most legislators were 
statistics compiled in Michigan 
showing the dramatic rise in highway 
injuries and deaths to 18-21 year olds 
since they have been granted the privi­ 
lege of drinking alcohol. The fear that 
these tragic statistics could be 
repeated here in Ohio was a strong 
argument against lowering the drink­ 
ing age. 
The measure also contains an excep­ 
tion in job categories by requiring 
policemen in Ohio’s cities and State 
Highway Patrolmen to be at least 21. 
TTiere are provisions to assure con­ 
tinued financial support to age 21 for 
mentally retarded and physically 
handicapped persons in county aid 
programs, plus giving courts the 
discretion to order college support for 
children of divorced parents. 


Thanks to a new program launched 
in five of the state’s largest cities, Ohio 
has begun to stem the tide of fatal 
automobile accidents and pedestrian 
fatalities. The new program, called 
Fatal Accident Reduction-Enforce- 
ment (FARE), began May 25 in 
Columbus, Cincinnati, Akron, and 
Youngstown and will continue through 
the end of the year. 
FARE, which is funded by the Na­ 
tional Highway Traffic Safety Admin­ 
istration, is a two-pronged attack on 
auto fatalities. The major thrust of the 
program is to determine the high- 
crash sites, times of day and days of 
week when fatal accidents occurred in 
each city. This will be followed by de­ 
ployment of additional traffic police 
manpower at the specific locations 
during the most dangerous hours. 
Although FARE has been at work 
barely a month, police chiefs in the 
five cities unanimously report encour­ 
aging results. The five Police Depart­ 
ments report they have observed a 
noticeable reduction of driving speeds 
both on city streets and on express­ 
ways, and a discernible reduction in 
the number of accidents and fatals. 
Fatalities were down in four of the 
five cities from the same period a year 
ago; in the fifth city there were not 
fatalities in either period. Overall, in 
the five cities, fatalities were cut from 
17 to seven.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The United 
States has slapped stiff export controls 
on iron and steel scrap metals after 
domestic prices reached a 16-year 
high. Curbs on corn exports may also 
be under consideration. 
At the same time, Commerce 
Secretary Frederick B. Dent an­ 
nounced late Monday he had eased a 
five-day total embargo on the exports 
of soybeans and cottonseed—major 
animal feeds at home but vital food­ 
stuffs for human consumption abroad. 


When soybean controls went into 
effect June 27 Dent warned that, if any 
substantial increase in export demand 
for corn developed as a result, limits 
on the flow of corn overseas would be 
necessary. 
State and Commerce Department 
officials said they are continuing to 
watch for this possibility. 
But a second look at U.S. domestic 
requirements for soybeans convinced 
the Commerce Department that it 
could release 33 million bushels of pro­ 
duce for 
export. 
The 
amount 
represents about one-half of unfilled 
contracts for delivery in the remainder 
of the 1973 crop year. 
Dent also announced that 750,000 
short tons (2,000 pounds compared 
with 2,240 pounds for a long ton) of 
soybean-oil, cake and meal can be 
exported by Aug. 31. This amounts to

Atom Fallout 
Nears U.S. 


WASHINGTON (A P) - Radioactive 
particles from the recent Chinese 
nuclear test are expected to begin 
entering the atmosphere over the West 
Coast shortly, according to gov­ 
ernment scientists. 
Officials of the Atomic Energy’ 
Commission said they expect the 
fallout to appear over Northern 
California and Oregon Tuesday night 
or early Wednesday, and then be 
carried eastward. 
An AEC spokesman said scientists 
have no advance estimate of the fallout 
intensity from the Chinese blast June 
27. The atmospheric explosion was 
rated at between two and three million 
tons of T.N.T. 
“ It’s not necessarily the size of the 
blast that determines the long-range 
fallout. It depends on such things as 
how high up the detonation was, and 
what kind of weapon was used,” the 
spokesman said. 
He said weak fallout was noted over 
the United States from a Chinese blast 
in March, having a power of 20,000 to 
200.000 tons of T.N.T 
Radiation some 2,000 times above 
normal has been noted in rain water in 
Japan following the 
most recent 
Chinese test, but officials in Tokyo said 
the contamination will not cause any 
immediate harm to humans.

James Dickie, Cleveland president 
of the Union of State Government 
Employes of the Ohio Government 
Employes Labor Alliance, said he feels 
the state “is looking for a showdown, 
and I believe that we should comply.” 
The union broke away from the 
international State Employes Union of 
the American Federation of State, 
County and Municipal Employes last 
year, but state personnel officials 
ruled earlier this week that they would 
withhold recognition because of 
confusion over the legality of the new 
group’s name. 
The state suggested the new union 
call a constitutional convention to 
change its name formally and clarify 
its status. 
Both of the unions have disputed 
each other’s membership claims, and 
each claims to represent state liquor 
store clerks. 
Dickie said he feels Gov. John J. 
Gilligan and his administration “ are 
deliberately using the power of their 
offices to hamper our progress.” He 
said the state was “ romancing inter­ 
national labor organizations.” 
Dickie said he would suggest the 
union call a constitutional covention to 
ratify its new name and then demand 
recognition. If the state still refused, 
he said the 7,500 liquor store clerks 
should walk out on strike. 
Dickie said the union also could 
“ seek the backing of the 30,000- 
member Ohio Civil Service Employes 
Association, with whom we are af­ 
filiated.”

The problem also involves the sheer 
volume of the legislation. There are 
two versions, of the measure, each 
about 350 pages long. 
A Senate subcommittee on crminal 
laws and procedures has been taking 
testimony for weeks. 
In the House, the Judiciary Com­ 
mittee has held no hearings and plans 
none before September. 
The purpose of the legislation is to 
consolidate, sim plify and update 
federal criminal laws. The process 
started in 1967 with appointment by the 
late President Lyndon B. Johnson of a 
commission headed by former Gov. 
Edmund G. (Pat) Brown of California. 
The Senate subcommittee, chaired 
by Sen. John L. McGellan, D-Ark., 
held two years of hearings on the 
Brown Commission’s recommenda­ 
tions.

Pertussin Vapor Sp ra y Called O H Shelves; O thers Studied

WASHINGTON (AP) — The Food 
and Drug Administration is checking 
out 22 aerosol products designed to be 
sprayed into the mouth or lungs follow­ 
ing its recall of Pertussin Medicated 
Vaporizer. 
The FDA said Monday’s recall was 
prompted by the death April 18 of a 5- 
year-old Cleveland girl whose room 
had been sprayed with the product. 
The agency urged consumers to 


destroy or return any cans of the 
spray, which the manufacturer said 
has been on the market 14 years. 
The agency suspects the ingredient 
trichloroethane may be a factor in the 
death. It attributes 17 other deaths to 
the Pertussin vaporizer but blames 
those on abuse.

trichloroethane—a chem ical that 
works as a solvent for the medicines in 
the vaporizer and also serves to reduce 
the pressure of the propellant gases.

The Ohio death “occurred under 
conditions of use that FOA does not at 
this time consider to be abuse or gross 
misuse,” the agency said. 


Cheseborough-Ponds, the Green­ 
wich, Conn., manufacturer of Per­ 
tussin products, blamed all 18 deaths 
on gross misuse. 
“Even though the company believes 
the product is completely safe when 
used as directed, we will comply 
immediately and fully with the FDA 
request to recall the product,” the 
company said in a statement. 
The FDA has formed a special team 


of scientists and inspectors to in­ 
vestigate the other aerosol products. 
Since they are nonprescription drugs, 
their formulas are not registered with 
the agency. 
Trichloroethane is an anaesthetic 
which, the FDA said, has a toxicity 
level of three on a scale of six. It has 
been shown, the agency said, to induce 
heart irregularities. 
The company noted the recall “in no 


way affects the Pertussin line of cough 
remedies— Pertussin 8-hour Cough 
Formula, Wild Berry Cough Syrup and 
Pertussin-plus

WASHINGTON (AP) — The acting 
chief of government drug fighters says 
he is determined to end the rancor 
among four separate agencies now 
merged under his control. 
John R. Bartels Jr. said the con­ 
solidation may be marked by initial 
confusion, but he believes the agency 
will run more smoothly than the 
separate operations of the past. 
Atty. Gen. Elliot L. Richardson has 
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designated 
Bartels 
acting 
ad­ 
ministrator of the Drug Enforcement 
Administration, which came into being 
Sunday. 
Bartels discussed the transition in an 
interview Monday. 
“ People are sick of charges and 
counter-charges. I think everybody 
really wants to make the game go,” he 
said of the rivalry among old Bureau of 
N arcotics and Dangerous Drugs, 


Customs agents, the Office of Drug 
Abuse Law Enforcement and the 
Office of National Narcotics In­ 
telligence. 
As deputy chief of the old DALE 
office, Bartels was involved in drafting 
transition plans. 
He said current investigations will 
remain in the hands of those working 
on them, but said assignments may 
change in the future. 


For example, custom s agents 
previously handled narcotics in­ 
vestigations along the Texas border. 
But now both Customs and BNDD 
personnel will be involved, because all 
now are DEA agents. 
As the agency settled into office, 
there was little indication of whom 
President Nixon would nominate as its 
perm anent adm inistrator. Agency 
sources said Bartels is still in the run­ 


ning. 
Bartels had little to say about White 
House interference in the old BNDD. 
The outgoing BNDD chief, John E. 
Ingersoll, said Friday that he was 
subjected to repeated White House 
intervention in daily operations of his 
agency. 
“I never saw it. I don’t know,” said 
Bartels. “I don’t even want to com­ 
ment on it. I just want to go do the job. 
I am sorry he felt that way.”

Britain’s foreign minister urged the 
European Security Conference today 
to cast the phrase “the Cold War” out 
of the continent’s dictionary. 
“We are looking for ways to make 
sure that our children and their 
children will not live under the strains 
and penalties which have been our 
lot,” Sir Alec Douglas-Home told the 
foreign ministers from 34 other 
nations. 
He said Britain would propose that 
all newspapers circulate freely across 
borders throughout Europe, that tele­ 
vision be linked across the continent 
and that similar additional steps be 
taken to improve “the quality of life.” 
Setting his sights on Communist 
opposition to this free interchange, Sir 
Alec recalled the statement Tuesday 
by Foreign Minister Andrei A. 
Gromyko that the conference should 
provide a “code of conduct” for 
Europe. 
“That is an impeccable sentiment,” 
said the Briton. “ The pertinent 
question is what is this to mean in the 
terms of life of ordinary people in 
Europe? We cannot leave such senti­ 
ments hanging in the air. We must 
come down to earth.” 
On Wednesday, the conference’s 
second day, the Soviets proposed a 
declaration on political relations that 
appeared to harden their call for

The storm was moving north at 
about IO m.p.h., with winds at 75 
m.p.h. It was expected to turn toward 
the northeast sometime today.
